The managers of President Taft's campaign 
for renomination and. reslection are greatly 
worried over the political situation im Illinois. 

The revelation of popular sentiment in that 
state favoring Roosevelt primarily and La 
Follette only in a lesser degree has aroused 
apprehension concerning the delivery of the 
Hilinois delegation to Taft in the national 
convention. 

This uneasiness was disclosed today fol- 
lowing the publication of dispatches describ- 
ing the organization in Chicago of the na- 
tional Roosevelt committee, headed by Alex- 
ander Revell, and the practically unanimous 


j indorsement of Roosevelt for the nomina- 


tion by the precinct committeemen of the 
First congressional district, represented in 
the house of representatives by Martin B. 
Madden. 

Sentiment Known Some Time. 

On the news from the First district Con- 
gressman Madden maintained silence today. 
He had been privately advised of the action 
Heutenants in indorsing 
Roosevelt, but he said he did not care to 
discuss the matter at this time. A few days 
ago he stated that he had not ascertained the 
sentiment of big district with respect to pres- 
idential candidates, but that he would abide 


by the wishes of his Republican constituents. 
Now it develops that the existence of the 


Rddsevelt my in the First 
district but in several other sections of 
Illinois has been known to the Taft man- 
agers for nearly a fortnight. Every effort 
has been made to hold Taft's Illinois strength 
intact, but the attempt has been far from 
successful. It was known in advance that 
the First district was lost to the Taft forces 
and it also is known that the Republicans of 


several other districts are on the point of 


declaring for Roosevelt. 

When congress convened reports began to 
reach the White House that the Illinois 
situation was extremely serious. But not till 
about a month ago was an effort made to 
obtain detailed and impartial reports upon 
conditions in. the state. Information was 
requisitioned from members of the Illinois 
delegation and from scores of Republicans 
resident in the state, many of them i 
friends of the president. 


Details Startle Taft nagers. 

The details supplied the Taft managers 
were startling. It was shown that the north 
half of the state {s aflame with Insurgency. 
The political agents reported a preponder- 
ance of Roosevelt sentiment in nearly all 
parts of this territory, and in some sections 
La Follette was shown to have about as 
many followers as Taft. In the south half 
of the state the Republicans showed Taft 


sentiment strong, but fully equaled in many 
iécalities by the movement toward Roose- 
4 Leit, The La Follette sentiment in this part 


of the state was reported practically negligi- 
ble. 

Taking the state as a whole, Roosevelt 
took first place in the favor of M[linois Re- 
publicans, Taft second, and La Follette third. 
The Roosevelt movement was found tremen- 
dously strong in the Hyde Park and South 
Chicago district, represented by Congress- 
man Mann; the Englewood district, repre- 
sented by W. W. Wilson; all along the north 
shore, from the Chicago river to the state 
Aine in the country districts, represented by 
Congressmen Copley, Fuller, McKenzie, Me- 
Kinney, Prince, all Republicans, and in the 
Peorta district, represented by Congressman 
Stone, a Democrat. Congressman Sterling's 
district also showed a surprisingly large 
amount of Roosevelt sentiment. 


: “Roosevelt Most Popular.“ 

The Republican representatives of the 
northern Illinois districts are maintaining a 
noncommittal attitude on the presidential! 
situation, but it is known they have been 
sounded by the Taft managers as to the con- 
ditions and have held out little hope of get- 
ting Taft delegates in their W con- 
stituenctes. 

Some of these Republican congressmen are 
close friends of the president, apd it grieves 
them to find their constituents joining the 
Roosevelt movement. Some of them have 
told the Taft managers that they wil! do all 
in their power to bring in the delegates for 
the president, but that it win require heroic

Rollin Channell and Fred 
Boneham, the other members of the robber 
quartet, were present when the new confes- 
sions were told and signed before Inspector 
Hunt. : 

The mem have been indicted and probably 
wil) de rushed to trial. Stacey and Rabenau 
added little to what they told the Los An- 
geles police at the time of their surrender. 

While the prisoners were making their 
confessions Edmund Kaufman, husband of 
the slain woman, confronted them. 

„Hang them!” he shouted, as he was about 
to cross the room toward the men. He was 
taken away by detectives in an hysterical 
condition. 


Learns He Shot Woman. 

Telling of meeting the Kaufmans, Rabenau 
said: 

** I gaid to the man, Hold up your hands.’ 
The woman screamed. I jumped, and the 
revolver I had went of. 

“I did not know I had shot her. She 
screamed, and I jumped; that is the way 1 
figure it. The other fellows were between me 
and Mrs. Kaufman. We went back to the 
south side in the machine. The car ran out

„The next morning I saw in the newspa- 
pers the woman was dead.

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SUGGS CLAIM HOLDS BATTLE 


Physician Seve He’ ll Collect from 
Estate of a Kg Reed. 


DOCTOR: “NEVER WAS PAID.” 


Calls Charge of $5 an Hour Modest; 
Payments Made, Says McCullough. 


The hearing of the Sugg claim against the 
estate of Myrtle Reed McCullough, the nov- 
elist, is going ahead, regardless of what 
may be brought out in court, according to 
the parties ta the suit. 

Dr. Edmund C. Sugg said yesterday he 8 
tended to collect his bill of 57,900. James 8. 
McCullough, the widower, declared he hoped 
the doctor would push the suit and get 
what was coming to him.” 

Mr. McCullough was not understood to 
mean that he hoped the doctor would get 
the $7,960. Indeed, he explicitly stated he 
believed the doctor could not collect a dollar 
in court. ’ 

Dr. Sugg said he never had been paid a 
cent for his services to Myrtle Reed, al- 
though he prolonged her life and enabled 
her to write her last two books. Mr. Mo- 
Cullough said he had evidence to prove the 
doctor had received several payments, but 
that if the physician claimed to have pro- 
longed his wife's life he was misstating the 


case. 
Doctor Calls Charges Modest. 

„1 feel that $5 an hour is a modest bill for 
my services,” Dr. Sugg said. Many spe- 
cialiste in nervous diseases, such as I am, 
would have charged 5 an hour, especially 
when they saw the size of the estate. 

It was pointed out to Dr. Sugg that his 
bill called for an average of more than two 
hours a day consultation during the eighteen 
months or two years he knew her. ae 

“Theat is a modest estimate,” he said 
“The fact is, I often spent evening: in 
my office while Mr. McCullough was awar 
and Mre. McCullough was especially nerv- 
ove, in order that 1 might respond to her 
telephorie calls. My bell would ring every 
fifteen minutes or so. 


Never Paid for Services? 

“When you consider that I prolonged her 
life a year or two and enabled her to write 
her last books and do a great deal of good 
in the world, my bill is a small one. Why, 
she wrote a novel and three cook books and 
a collection the year I attended her, and was 
in good shape at the end of the time. 

“I was never reimbursed for my services, 
although I could have collected more than 
$5,000 if 1 had been willing to cash the 
checks she left for me before notifying her 
bankers she was dead.”

EXCITED AT so BIRTH. 


Actions of Father Led to Doc- 
ter’s Suspicion and Confine- 
ment of Former. 


Friends of former Judge Frank Crowe of 
the Municipal court learned yesterday that 
he is in a critica) condition in a sanitarium 
at Lake Geneva, Wis. He was taken to the 
institution about Christmas time, and only 
members of his family were aware of his 
illness. 

Physicians at the sanitarium, it is said, 
regard his case as hopeless, and have 80 in- 
formed his relatives. His death was ex- 
} pected at any hour. Menta) trouble from 
which he suffered when first taken to the 
rest cure hae partly disappeared, but his 
anemic condition, the doctors say, ara 
possibility of his recovery. 


Happy Over Son’s Arrival. 

A few days before he was taken to the 
sanitarium a child was born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Crowe, the first since their marriage in Au- 
gust, 1907. The pecultar actions of Mr. 
Crowe following the baby’s arrival were ob- 
served by members of the family, but it was 
thought his exuberance was due to the fact 
that his wife had presented him with their 
fret born. In his anxiety to let his friends 
know the good news Mr. Crowe ordered two 
or three lots of cards from a printer. These 
he sent to scores of friends, and letters began 
to pour in upon the happy parents congrat- 
ulating them. The physician who was at- 
tending Mrs. Crowe noticed the husband's 
strange manner, and he informed members 
of the family of his suspicions. It was then 
recalled that Mr. Crowe had acted strangely 
for several months, but as it was known he 
suffered from anemia, no special attention 
was paid to his mannerisms. 


Friends at His Bedside. 

Relatives and friends from Chicago now 
are in constant attendance at hie bedside. 
When the physicians announced that he 
practically had no chance of recovery it 
was suggested that he be taken home to die. 
The doctor objected, saying that any undue 
excitiment would cause his death. 

Judge Crowe, as he still ie called, is 46 years 
old. He was born in St. Louis, but the family 
removed to Peoria when he was a child. His 
father, P. W. Crowe, a widely known Irish 
patriot, devoted hie life to the amelioration 
of hiscountrymen. He was famdMarly known 
ts Dynamite Crowe, not because he ad- 
vocated the use of that explosive in pro- 
curing the freedom of Ireland, but on ac- 
count of his manner of speech. 


Attracted Gov. Denéen. 

After graduating from the grammar and 
high schools at Peoria, Frank Crowe at- 
tended the Chicago College of Law. He was 
given his diploma in 1892 and began prac- 


Gov. Denen _ Who then was state’s attor- 
ney of Cook county, Mr. Crowe was ap- 
pointed an assistant, which position he held 
nearly eight years. 

He was nominated for Municipal court 
judge and elected in November, 1906, being 
one of the first elected to that position in 
Chicago. When his term of.office expired he 
sought reélection, but wae defeated. 


Married Hie Schoolmate. 

A few months after his election Judge 
Crowe married Miss Mary Doheny of Peoria. 
They were schoolmates. 

Judge Crowe and wife began housekeeping 
on West Congress street, near Center ave- 
nue. Recently they built a residence on 
the north shore, which was ready for occu- 
pancy when Mr. Crowe was taken to the san- 
itarium. 

Mr. Crowe is a member of the Sheridan 
club, Knights of Columbus, and the May- 
wood Golf club. Robert E. Crowe, an asaist- 
ant state’s attorney under Mr. Wayman, is 
his brother.

ALLOWANCE TOO SMALL. 


New Laws Add to Expenses; Appro- 
priation Only $26,500. 


Edgar T. Davies, state factory inspector, 
has no money with which to conduct his 
office. His appropriation ran out last No- 
vember. The inapector said last night he 
would have to close the department unless 
he got money at once. 

Already the arrears of the office have 
amounted to more than $0,000. This is fast 
increasing, and with no vant td money in sight 


to confer with Gov. Deneen. He thinks there

the office open, at least. 


New Laws Add to 

Davies says the enforcement of new laws, 
coupled with the small amount appropriated, 
causes the present financial condition. The 
department asked for $117,000 for operating 
expenses and received §26,500. 

Many new laws enacted by the last legista- 
ture added to the expense of the office. These 
are the ten hour law for women, the ocoupa- 
tional disease law, and one pertaining to 
md ustrial accidents.

Our 
appropriation was put off till the last day 
such bille could be considered. 

“The man who had our bill was Hepre- 
sentative Edward Smejkal. It was almost 
necessary to start a riot toget the matter be- 
fore a committee. 


Office Open Day and Night. 

„My office could possibly have pinched 
through till next July had it not been for the 
new laws. My office was open night and day 
from Nov. 2 until after the holidays in an 
effort to enforce the ten hour law for women. 

I have sent inspectors into all the coun- 
ties to enforce the occupational disease law. 
Manufacturers of Illinois have had to spend 
almost $2,000,000 for safety devices and re- 
pairs. The stockyards is spending $700,000, 
the Illinois Central railroad $70,000, and the 
Pullman company $200,000. This is the kind 
of work that has eaten up the $26,500."

The conference was con- 
vened at the request of the Chinese govern- 
ment and eleven countries were represented 
by delegates. The report was prepared by Dr. 
Richard Pearson Strong of the Philippine 
bureau of science and was issued from the 
bureau of printing. 

Little Was Known of Disease. 

It consists of 500 pages and contains nu- 
merous illustrations. It gives data and 
announces conclusions which it ts believed 
will. be of invaluable aid to the scientific 
world in regard to the pneumonic plague, 
about which little heretofore has been 
known. 

Plague Killed 50,000 in China. 

This disease killed 50,000 persons in Man- 
churia and northern China last year and 
some of the best physicians in the world 
seemed to be unable to do anything to check 
ita spread. Several of the prominent doctors 
who went to Manchurta at the time suc- 
cumbed to ne disease.

It was France’s duty and not Italy's to 
verify this. On this point France will admit 
of no arbitration er reference to The Hague 
tribunal. 

There has been no reply from Nome to this 
demand, although some of the evening papers 
print telegrams to the effect that Italy has 
refused to comply with the demands. 


Prepare for Naval Demonstration. 

At the same time that the demand was 
sent to Italy orders were dispatched to Tou- 
lon to prepare for a neval demonstration 
which is to be ready within twenty-four 
hours. This was done to enphasize the 
French demands. 

Uncertainty in regard to the facts in the 
seizures still exists, but it appears that the 
captain of the Manovba, which included 
among its passengers twenty-nine Turkish 
nurses of the Red Crescent society, only sur- 
rendered the Turks on orders from the 
French embassy at Rome. 

It had previously been reported that the 
captain had disembarked the Turks on his 
own initlattve at Cagliari, in Sardinia, and 
was then permitted to leave the port. 

It is further said that the question of the

discussed by Premier Poincare and the Ital- 
ian ambassador, Signor Tittoni, Wednesday, 
the ambassador saying he was satisfied with 
the premier’s promise they should be sub- 
jected to rigid scrutiny at Tunis.

PRINCES DELAY ACTION. 


Members of Republic Issue Ultimatum 
‘in Stronger Terms. 


PEKING, Jan. 21.—-A special train bes 
been held in readiness since Friday to take 
Yuan Shi Kal to Tien-Tsin. 
Gently the premier’s plan to transfer the 
provisiona} capital to that city, where the 
danger from Manchus was slight, Appar 
ently he intended to escape from Peking as 
soon as the edict of abdication was signed, 
but the reactionary princes prevented the 
issuance of the edict. 

Meantime the republican ultimatum ar- 
rived. This ultimatum demanded the abdi- 
cation of the throne and the surrender of 
the sovereign powers, and set forth the re- 
tusal of the republicans to permit Yuan Shi 
Kai to participate in the provisional govern- 
ment until the republic had been recognized 
by the foreign powers and the country re- 
stored to peace 

It is expected thet Yuan will refuse to 
carry on the government at Peking without 


abdication, after which he and his troops will 


be subjected to the gravest Manchu hostility. 


Troops Loyal to Yuan, 

Many of the Chinese troops are loya) to 
Yuan Shi Kal. It is not doubted that his 
attitude woul be republican if he resigned. 
The Manchus and inner Mongols would then 
be left without support.

Periai clan will be held tomorrow. ‘Those |. 


favoring abdication will probably absent 
themselves, so that it is difficult to see how a 
definite decision can be reached. Those who 
desire to continue the fighting for the most 
part have nothing to lose. 

Prince Ching, the ex-premier, intends not 
do spend his wealth in supporting armies 
which may not be victerious. Ching has re- 
ceived many threats from Manchu soldiers.

Many Fleeing from Peking. 

Prominent Manchus and Chinese are de- 
serting Peking hastily and seeking safety in 
the foreign settlements. The foreign repre- 
sentatives have not yet assembled to discuss 
measures against the fulfiliment of the re- 
publican ultimatum. 

A fight to the death is the spirit of the 
younger Manchu princes, and it has resulted 
from the wavering of the court on the ques- 
tion of abdication. Yuan Shi Kat's position 
is considered by his friends as considerably 
shaken. 

The young bloods are urging the appoint- 
ment of Tieh-Liang, who, in addition to his 
experience on the war board, was Tartar gen- 
eral at Nanking, to take command of the 
northern army, with instructions to march 
his forces against the republicans. 


Prince Involved in Plot?

‘New Life’ Performance 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN, 
RMANNO WOLF-FERRARI closed 
his eventful sojourn in Chicago with a 
brillant performance of his oratorio, 
‘The New Lite, yesterday afternoon, 
in which he wielded the baton over a 
Chorus of 800 voices and an orchestra of 
ninety men. These numerically imposing 
forces represented the Apollo club's regular 
chorus of 800 yoices,-500 young women from 
the high schools of Chicago, the Thomas 
orchestra, enlarged by some extra players; 
Mme. Carolina White, soprano: Maric Sam- 
marco, baritone; Edgar Nelson, 
Arthur Dunham, organist. Their combined 
efforts resulted in one of the most inspiring 
events of the season and were received with 
epthusiasm by an audience thet filled the 
Auditorium to the topmost gallery. 

The distinguished Italian composer, unlike 
most members of his craft, is an authorite- 
tive interpreter of his Own works. His cor- 
trol of the orchestra} and choral forces at his 
command was as absolute ag it was quiet and 
certain. His beat is elastic, clean cut, and 
free from all outward expressiveness of 
gesture, such as is cultivated by many Ger- 
man conductors, of whom Mr. Stock of the 
Thomas orchestra and Mr. Oberhoffer of the 
Minneapolis orchestra may be suggested as 
familiar types. Mr. Wolf-Ferrari resembles 
Mr. Campanini in method. What is more im- 
portant, he resembles him also in his sensi- 
tive regard for the proportioning of the lyric 
phrase; in the vita] accent of the rhythmical 
pulse; in the sure upbullding of a massive 
climax, and the vivid power of dramatic 
contrast. Therefore, he was able to hold the 
attention of the vast audience throughout 
the exquisitely intimate and poetic moments 
of his oratorio and to move the sympathies 
of his hearers not only by the beauty of his 
melodies but by the persuasive eloquence 
that characterized their delivery. 

, * * * 

“The New Life is the generation's most 
significant addition to the literature of the 
oratorio, to which it brings a new aud at- 
tractive atmosphere of rhapsodic exa!tation 
and poetic beauty. In his opera, The Secret 
of Susanne,“ Wolf-Ferrari revives the 
sprightly simplicity of Mozart and unites it 
with the colorful orchestral speech of Strauss 
to form a new idiom. In The New Life 
he returns to the intimate tenderness of Bach 
and joins it to gorgeous choral masses such 
as Handel first employed. and again tne re- 
ree of 
which is melodic simplicity and spontaneity, 
joined to all the harmonic and orchestral re- 
sources of the present. 

This beautifyl song is distributed impar- 
tially between the voices of chorus, orches- 
tra, plano, and soloists and filled out with 
the sonorous tone masses of the organ. Mr. 
Sammarco assumed the chiefest burdens in 
the baritone soli, which he delivered with 
fine musica feeling, though the audience's 
Pleasure was modified by the circumstance 
that he employed the Italian text as opposed 
to the English of the chorus. Mme. White 
sang the small soprano part with admirable 
taste and Mr. Nelson contributed the piano 
soli brilliantly.

The Thomas orchestra, under Mr. Stock, 
prefaced the oratorio with a. brief program 
which included as its most important num- 
bers. the Leonora ’’ overture No. 3 and the 
two selections from Die Gétter8ammer- 
ung.“ “ Siegfried’s Death Muzic and Funeral 
March and “ Briinnhiide’s Immolation.“ 
Mrs. Salteman-Stevens sang the latter with 
fine spirit and abundant vocal beauty. The 
acoustics of the Auditortum brought to no- 
tice a certain dryness of tone in the Thomas 
strings, against which the sounding glories 
of the brass and wood-wind choirs stood out 
in sharp reef. Mr. Guardabassi contrib- 
uted an afr from an “Sigurd” per- 
functorily. 


The Sunday Recitals. 


Allen Spencer gave hig annual piano recital 
in‘ thd lilinoig theater before a large audi- 
ence, playing with splendid technical finish, 
fine command of tonal qualities and con- 
trasts, and authoritative style the Bach C 
minor fantasie, Haydn's F minor variations, 
the Beethoven sonata, op. 81, and the Der- 
vishen Dance in the Saint-Saéns transecrip- 
tion. Imagination and a most admirabie 
sense of poetic values distinguished his read- 
ings of the Cesar Franck air in A flat, De- 
bussy’s The Little Shepherd and “ Gold 
Fish,” and a sonatina in E minor y Mary 
Cameron. The latter composition, a novelty, 
showed how the harmonic peculiarities of 
the modern French achool could be elabo- 
rated in the rectangular patterns of German 
music.

“I am tired and happy.“ said "Ermanna 
Wolf-Ferrari yesterday as he reclined in 
the easiest chair of Tante Anna’s residence 
at 345 Fullerton parkway, tired of the stren- 
uous pace you Chicagoans have set for me, 
and happy when I recall the imposing picture 
of the Auditorium this afternoon and speciai- 
ly the lovable amphitheater of the chorus.

Physicians Urged to Use Voice 
and Vote Against Evil in 
America.

New York, Jan. 21.—[{Special.]—Edward 
Bunnell Pheips has made a scientific study of 
the mortality of alcohol in this country in a 
book recently published. He has based his 
figures on the year 1008 and finds that alcohol 
caused 66,000 deaths, directly or indirectly, in 
that year. Commenting on this, the Medical 
Record says: a 

The effect ot alcohol upon the mortality 
figures of a community has become a thread - 
bare subject in speeches and writings of pro- 
hibition and anti-prohibition publicists; yet, 
indeed, few subjects of sociological nature 
deserve more frequent mention. The trouble 
has been, however, that such mention was 
rarely, if ever, founded upon a real study of 
the subject, but was simply an indicator of 
the intolerance of the defenders of one or the 
other political or social creed. 

There is no question that for men inter- 
ested in insurance matters the problem of the 
mortality of alcohol’ is one of foremost 
rank, and it is to their credit that one of the 
best scientific studies of the matter that has 
yet appeared comes from one of their num- 
ber. Mr. Phelps, who has published several 


the total adult mortality in the United States 
for the year 1908 as the vst acter es of his 
study. 


Method Used for Statistics. 

“His method was simple. He obtained 
from the medica! directors of three large in- 
surance companies their estimate of the per- 
centage of male deaths between the age of 20 
and 74, directly or indirectly due to alcohol, 
for each of the 106 causes of death listed in 
the census statistics for that year. From 
these estimates he figured the probable mor- 
tality fram the same causes among females 
and then made an approximation of the 
probable mortality ot the whole country, in- 
cluding the so-called nonregistration area 
from which direct mortality statistics were 
not available. 

In defense of this method of study it may 
be granted that medica! directers of insur- 
ance companies have much broader knowl- 
edge of the general subject of mortality and 
the effect upon it of certain specific causes 
than even the busiest and most promi- 
nent of practitioners of medicine. More- 
over, the differences in the individual 
estimates were such as to lead to the reason- 
able conclusion that a poll of, say, several 
hundred physicians would not have resulted 
ma nearer average approximation than the 
average obtained from the poll ot these three 
physicians only. 

“ Without going into minute analysis of the 
methods used by Mr. Phelps, we may say 
that, to a disinterested mind, his use of the 
statistical tables seems to be cofrect from 
the stan int both of statistical science and 
of everyday methods of arriving at approxi- 


mations. 


Five Per Cent of Total. 

„His Yinal result is that 66,000 deaths were 
directly or indirectly due to alcohol in this 
country during the year 1908, or, in percent- 
age figures, about 5 per cent of the total mor- 
tality from all causes at all ages during that 

ear. 

. “This, then, forms the first ecientificelly 
constructed approximation of the effect of 
alcohol upon rtality in this country. To 
the rabid prolfibitionist it will appear to be 
too low a figure. To the medical man, how- 
ever, this figure is jarge enough to prove the 
appalling waste of life due to the excessive 
use of alcohol. Moreover, no mere mortality 
statistics can give an idea of the omic 

te due to loss of working time and of pro- 
dactive efficiency among habitual] and heavy 
drinkers, and the daily scenes in our courts 


of law, both high and low, are an indication 
of the number of trippled and unhappy lives | 
which result from the abuse of alcohol.“

capital. He wa understood to wish for a 
“day or two off to see something of New 
Tork and President Taft was said to be in 
sympathy with his wishes.

WEEK S ACTION IN | 
NEW YORK STOCKS 


Advances Outnumber Declines 
Ineluded Among Many of 
the Sharp Movements. 


ST. PAUL CAUSES TALK. 


Ease in Money Market Continues 
and Impels Banks to Fur- 
ther Investments.

(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

New Tork, Jan. 21.—[Special.]—One of the 
striking features of the dealings on the stock 
exchange last week was the disproportion 
between the volume of trading and the extent 
of the prite movement. The advances much 
outhumbered the declines included among the 
sharp movements, and the general level of 
prices, including active as well as inactive 
issues, was substantially higher at the close 
than at the beginning of tip week. 

The position ot the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
and St. Paul im respect to its approaching 
dividend declaration, which will be acted an 
at this week’s meeting of the directors, was 
in the forefront of stock exchange discussion 
last week, The consensus of stock exchange 
opinion is that eid St. Paul dividend wilt be 
reduced. 

Many reports suggestive of favorable de- 
velopments, particularly among the railroads, 
were in circulation last week and played a 
considerable part in furthering the trading 
operations on the long side of the market. 


Fase in Money Continyes. 

The ease in the money market increased 
and impelled the banks to further invest- 
ments in securities as the only escape from 
employing their funds at relatively unre- 
munerative ratesin the time money market. 
Six month loans were made as low as 3% 
per cent and four months money at 3 per cent, 
which naturally increased the interest of the 
banks in short time securities yielding sub- 
stantially higher rates. 

This center is still the cheapest money mar- 
ket, despite the declines in discount rates in 
‘Berlin last week, which gave the German 
market the lowest rates quoted in Europe. 
Bankers here saw in this movement the re- 
flection of special preparations for the $125,- 
000,000 government loans announced last 
Week. The ease indicated, by a 3 per cent 
Berlin discount rate suggests that the most 
of our loans to Germany maturing in the 
near future will be paid off. 


LONDON MARKET IS OPTIMISTIC.

LONDON, Jan. 71.—There was a distinctly 
optimistic tone about the markets last week 
and a general disposition to look to the future 
in a hopeful and expectant spirit. There are 
two or three factors that still trouble the 
market, notably the fact of the miners hand- 
ing in notices that they will strike and the 
announcement of a considerable loan by 
Prussia, as well as a small one by Germany.

Expert. Believes ‘“Purf’’ Product 


May Be Secured with Less Dan- 
ger and More Cheaply. 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 21.—If America 
runs out Of coal it may turn to peat fields 
worth §40,000,000,000 for domesti el, ac- 
cording to statements made by Chi A. 
Davis., peat expert of the federal bureau of 
mines. Mr. Davis has been making exten- 
sive investigations into the composition, 
value and utility of the various mineral 
fuels of the cotntry. 

The parts of this country where peat is 
most abundant were relatively remote from 
the coal flelds, Mr. Davis says in a report 


on the subject. This is regarded as an 295 


portant economic consideration. 

Comparing peat with coal, the former,“ 
Mr. Davis „ “could be produced with 
less danger d much more cheaply than 
coal. As to heating power, peat would ‘be 
more economical, for two tons of peat doubt- 
less could be bought for the same price as 
one ton of coal. and even the best coals do 
not have twice the heating value, pound for 
pound, of good fuel peat.” 

“ Peat of various grades.” he adds, may 
be used for many purposes other than fuel. 
Paper can be made from it, coarse fabrics, 
dye stuffs, tanning materials, packing ma- 
terial and fertilizer filler."’
